Again returns the hallowed and gracious time when it seems most fitting 
to reach out across the miles and the years to our many friends. 

We have had another busy year full of many things* Our three little 
ones are growing up: Karen is 6^ and in first grade; Scottie is 4^ and in Kinder¬ 
garten; Walter (alias Pritzel) is a curly-headed, lusty lad of 13 months who never 
sleeps when he should. We have now completed three years in Georgia, and while 
there have been times of disappointment and discouragement, we still find challenge 
and interest in the situation here. Budget trouble and the falling off of enroll¬ 
ment have made impossible the hoped-for expansion of Paulas department. In a 
scientifically minded community on the verge of going to war again, philosophy has 
a hard roe to hoe. But there is no lack of surprises and of activity in the 
political and racial arena—and Louise^s League of Women Voters is in the thick of 
it* The League was given large credit for the defeat of Talmadge^s attempt to ex¬ 
tend the '^county unit system” to the general elections. In addition to the League, 
Louise is active in the YWCA (local, regional, and national), the PTA, the Coopera¬ 
tive Nursey School, etc* 

Paul spent last siwnmer working in the Yale Library in New Haven, and 
hopes to get some more free time this coming year. During a part of last summer*s 
absence, Grossvater Pfuetze lived with the family in Athens, and helped Louise 
paint and redecorate our big old house. It looks "real fancy"—and is ready for 
any friends who might borne this way. 

One big item of news is that we have "adopted" two Czech students from 
the Ludwigsburg D,p* camp in Germany. What we have done is to arrange for their 
tuition and have guaranteed their living expenses. When they arrive they will 
occupy our spare bedroom* Some of you might undertake such a project. 

As we travel the road to Bethlehem this year and hear the Christmas 
angels their great glad tidings tell, we know that more than'ever "the hopes and 
fears of all the years are met in thee tonight."

These are words to send thoughts flying back across centuries of time to 
historic and sacred events. We live so much In the historic present In this divided 
city, with no-man*s land a short half-mile away, that we do not have much time 
for the quiet meditation on what this small space of earth's surface has meant 
to mankind. 


Prom our window we look across to the slow-rising hills which , block the view 
of Bethlehem. The road could take us there In a few minutes, but It will not be 
travelled by pilgrims this year, for It winds across territory claimed by two coun¬ 
tries. A little to the left are the sharply descending slopes of the Valley of Hlnnom, 
whose rockstrewn reaches lead toward the Dead Sea and Jericho. There the 
YMCA conducts a school for six hundred boys from the surrounding refugee camp 
of twenty thousand. Further around In the sweep to the left, seen clearly from 
the Jesus Tower of our Jerusalem Association, Is the Mount of Olives, and beneath 

it the Old City. When the wind is right, we hear the clear bells of the Holy 

r 


Sepulcher, or from the Armenian convent of St. James hard against the wall near 
Mount Zion. 

Since last March this has been our life — In a land which Is seeking recovery 
from bitter strife. We have watched our Association membership grow from 275 
to over a thousand. Immigrants from far countries have crowded the Jerusalem 
YMCA to view one of the most magnificent Christian structures to be found 
anywhere. We have had surprising moments when friends from home and from 
China have stopped here for a few days. Jerusalem draws people to her. Near the 
top of our tower, from which the carillon will ring out the Christmas story, Is 
the inscription, “Pray for the peace of Jerusalem..." May the new year grant 
fulfillment to this prayer.
